HANLON'S LIFE SAVED 
BY MERCIFUL REFEREE 


Had Graney Not Stopped Fight in 
Sixteenth Round Hanlon Would 
Probably Have Been Killed. 
Blood Was Vomited 
by Hanlon. 


San Francisco, December 29.—A mer- 
ciful referee probably saved Eddie Han- 
lon from being killed by 
bett’ tonight when he stopped the con. 
test In the middle of the sixteenth round. 
For two rounds previous, Referee Graney 
had begged Hanton's seconds to take 
their man out of the ring, but they kept 
the game youngster at it, and, finally 
Graney, fearing that a fatality might re- 
sult, ordered the fight stopped. 

No man ever received such terrific pun- 
ishment in a Francisco ring, 
probably ‘‘Young Corbett’ is the only 
man in the country who could adminis- 
ter such a beating to Hanlon. When the 
San Francisco boy was carried his 
corner still conscious, but unable to walk, 
his seconds: worked vigorously to revive 
The terribly beaten lad, however, 
commenced to vomit Dbbood, things 
looked very serious for him for a_ short 
time. He was finally revived and was 
carried from the ring by one of his sec- 
onds. Before he left, “Young Corbett” 
paid a high tribute to his skill and game- 
ness, and saluted his brother prize fight- 
er with un affectionate kiss It must 
be said for Corbett that he was as mer- 
ciful, uffder the circumstances, as he 
could be.

He took the count of eight, 
Wut struggled to his feet and again re- 
ceived the terrific punishment that Cor- 
bett was dealing Out to him. It was 
then that Graney wanted the fight stop- 
ped. 

Corbett Knocked Down Once. 

In the seventh round things looked a bit 
bright for the Californian. He scored 
a clean knock down, when he landed a 
jaw. 
The Denver lad was up itn an instant, 
however, and was apparently not injured 
by the blow. In the twelfth round Han- 
lon made his last stand. All through he 
did the forcing and leading. Corbvett 
was swinging when Eddie landed a ter- 
rific right on the stomach. It evidently 
hurt the champion, but we has too busy 
to think about it and went right on with 
the game. In the earlier part of the 
fight when Hanlon was protecting his 
head and stomach by erossing his arms 
and gloves Corbeft would push his head 
back with his left and upper cut him 
with right. These blows did no apparent 
harm, but eventually they told. Hanlon, 
when seen in his dressing room, was still 
in great distress and refused to talk 
much. He did say, however, that Cor- 
bett can beat any of them. The attend- 
ance was enormous for a featherweight 
fight. The receipts were bafween $16,000 
and $20,000. Fifty per cent of the re- 
ceipts were divided betwern the fix¥ters, 
75 to the winner and 25 per cent to the 
loser. The fight will go into ring history 
as the fastest and fiercest ever seen

Young Corbett-Hanlon contest 
for the featherweight championship of 
Mechanics pavilion, tonight, ftov- 
ed to be one of the greatest drawing 
cards in the history of the fighting game 
in this city. The vast auditorium, which 
has been the scene of so many notabie 
pugilistic battles, was taxed to its ca- 
pacity long before the Bell clanged sum- 
moning the principals to action. The in- 
terest in the outcome was intense.

San Francuseo, December 29.--In 
the sixteenth round Corbett yelled 
to Hanlon’s second to stop the con- 
test which they had refused to 
do. ‘Corbett then delvered an 
avalanche of blows on the Cali- 
fornian's jaw, sending him back 
against the ropes. The crowd yell- 
ed to the referee to stop the con- 
test as Hanlon was game to the 
core, and refused to be knocked 
out. Graney then interfered, and 
awarded the decision to Corbett, 

After the fight Corbett went over 
to Hanlon and kissed him. Han- 
lon said: 

‘You can lick them all.” 
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ago, the odds gradually shortened, owing

No Lack of Hanlon Money. 

At the ring side there seemed to be 
no lack of Hanlon money in sight. One 
of the reasons advanced for the apparent 
unevenness of the betting Is the fact that 
most of the eastern turfmen and book- 
makers attending the local races have 
pinned their faith in the superiority of 
the champion and have backed their 
opinion freely. 

Corbett and Hanlon met at Harry Cor- 
bett’s reso-t this evening, where the 
question was decided. The articles of 
agreement stipulated thut they should 
weight in at 129 pounds at 6 o'clock, or 
forfeit $1,000. 

Corbett was the first to step on the 
scales, and just tipped the beam at an 
even 129 pounds. Hanlon evidently was 
under these figures, as he failed to move 
the scales. 

About the ring side were gathered many 
eastern sporting men of national repu- 
tation. Jack Munroe, who met Cham- 
pion Jeffries at Butte, Mont., 
ago, was among those present. 

First Preliminaries. 

The first preliminary was between Jack 
Evans. of this city, and the vetetfan Aus- 
tralian slugger, ‘“‘Australian Billy Mur- 
phy.” 

One feature of the evening was 
resurrection of ‘“‘Australian Billy’ 
phy, the forn.er festh srpweight champion 
and the man who fifteen years ago, could 
beat anybody of his weight. He appeared 
tonight in a six-round bout with Jack 
Evans, a local boxer. For the first two 
or three rounds Murphy failed to show

He at once went 
to the champion’s cornef and they shook 
hands. His seconds were Harry Foley, 
Fred Landers, Ted Wolf and Toby Irwin. 
A number of challenges from eastern 
pugilistS were announced, some among 
them being from Young Mowett, Sammy 
Smith ang Louis Long. Terry McGovern 
has sent a telegram agreeing to meet 
Hanlon in the event of the Californian be- 
ing returned a winner. Corbett and Han- 
lon looked to be in the best posible con- 
dition. 

The conditiofis were announced, cuall- 
ing for a twenty-round contest afid 
straight marquis of Queensbery rules, the 
men protecting themselves in the break- 
away, and break by order of the referee.

By Rounds. 

Round t—Corbett tried several times to 
penetrate Hanlon’s guard with right.and 
left swings, but failed to get under Han- 
lon’s peculiar defense. Finally he got 
in his right to the nose, a right to the 
stomach and two lefts to the face. Cor- 
bett kept pegging away relentlessly and 
forced Eddie to cover. Corbett got in a 
straight left to the body as they mixed 
it up. 

Hanlon was mostly on the defensive. 
In mix-up Hanlon drove his right twice 
to the body and followed it witha right 
to the jaw. Hanlon missed a left and 
then sent a right to the face. Corbett 
stood up to him and jabbed with left 
and right to the face. Eddie then sent 
a hard left to the stomach. As the 
round closed ‘both swung right and lefts 
for the face. Corbett did most of the 
leading, poking straight lefts for the 
face and right uppercuts, but Hanlon dig 
the effective work in the breakaways. 
There was no damage. 

Round 2—Hanlon swung left and right 
for the face, but Corbett put in two 
straight lefts to the face.

It appears that the massacre took place 
some time ago, yet this, the first detailed 
account, has just come to hand in an 
effidavit by Mrs. Mary L. Allen, a white 
missionary at Nouna Kroo, IAberia. She 
had the story from some of the native 
Doos tribesmen, who knew of the killing. 
Tate had a large mission and farm, and. 
besides, he maintained a considerable 
school in the jungle, and altogether nine- 
t°en people were In the mission when It 
was surrounded in the night by the 
Doos. The first man who answered 2a 
knock at the door was shot: The tinter- 
preter next was shot and as Tate appear- 
ed and tried to protect the body of the 
nterpreter, he, too, was shot and cut 
to pieces. The Doos then killed all the 
remaining inmates of the house, cut off 
their hands, and placing the bloody mem- 
bers in a coffin sent them back to ther 


people as trophies. In explanation of their | 


action, the Doos said: 


“We have no figt with the white men. 
Rut if we do not kill him now, he will 
bring his country to make war upon 
us.”’ 

Mirister Lyon, on the strength of this 
affidav;t, has communicated with the Li- 
berian secretary of state with a view to 

eccuring fuller information, and perhaps 
the punishment of the perpetrators of the 
massacre.

Manchester, England, December 29.—At 
@& mass meeting of the cotton trade held 
here today a resolution was adopteT 
strongly condemning “international cot- 
ton gambling,”’ which has greatly injured 
the trade, resulted in serious losses and 
lessened employment, thus brimging great 
distress, and also inviting the govern- 
ment to receive a representative deputa- 
tion with the object of urging measures to 
prevent “gambling in cotton.’”” The meet- 
ing was well attended by representative 


men. 


C. W. Macara, president of the Masters’ 
Fedcration, in moving the resolution, said 
the development of the cotton industry 
throughout the world had been such as 
to make it necessary, if the situation was 
to be effectively met, to form an interna- 
tional combination to reduce consumption. 
Want of foresight in allowing ‘‘combina- 
tions of gamblers” 0 assume gigantic 
dimensions before taking steps to coun- 
teract them by equally powerful combi- 
nations was responsible for the prevail- 
ing abuses. TLegislation was required to 
deal with the present grave national dan- 
ger. 

Replies to the cablé messages suggest 
short time in cotton trade sent December 
15 to the American and continental as- 
sociatfons, engaged in the cotton trade, 
showed there were difficulties in the way 
of securing an international agreement.

Common Form Church Bells. 


The churches in Georgia cheerfully gave 
up their bells to the confederate gov- 
ernment to be molded into cannon for 
the army, even brass dinner bells were 
cheerfully given up by thousands to be 
used for this purpose—the truth Is, and 
it is wonderful, that the confederate 
government had no guns worth the name, 
had no money, had no organization, and

Atlanta’s Fire Bell. 

But I have no space for such digres- 
sion. I want to tell you a story about 
the old bell that still taps the alarm in 
Atlanta and starts Cap. Joiner and all 
his men in a wild race for the fire, 

While all the churches gave up their 
bells, it was necessary for old No. | 
to keep its bell, as that was a great 
day of fires for Atlanta. So matters 
stood at the drawing near of New Year's 
day, 1863. The coming new. year was 
discussed than just as it is now, and the 
“boys” of old No. | decided that, war or 
no war, the old year should be rung out 
and the new year rung in, just as it 
had been the custom in the years before 
the church bells to do. 

At the time tkere was a hospital on 
Alabama street—the old American hotel-— 
and it stood there solitary and alone for 
several years after the war, it, at the 
close of the war, being the only house 
standing -from the Leyden house, on 
Peachtree, across to a few churches and 
houses and the old city hall where now 
stands the capitol. 

Many wounded men were brought from 
the battle fields around Chattanooga and 
placed in the hospitals of Atlanta. Among 
these wounded was a fine young soldier 
who had lost his leg at Missionary Ridge. 
His limb had been amputated before he 
arrived at Atlanta, but after he arrived 
here the doctors found it necessary to 
amputate it again and this last am- 
putation was so close up to his body 
that the doctors knew that it meant 
death if the wound should not @o well.
